The Next President? Who Cares? 

/// California, the real election issue is car insurance 



When it comes to outlandish trends 
and popular revolutions. California 
often sets the agenda for the rest of the 
US The 1978 passage of the slate's Prop- 
osition 13, which slashed property taxes 
by nearly 60^. sparked a nationwide tax- 
payer rebellion. Now Californians may be 
in the vanguard once again. A 
powerful grass-roots revolt 
against painfully high car-insur- 
ance rates is roiling the state 
where people live to drive. 

California's car-insurance 
rates are the third highest in the 
U.S.. trailing only New Jersey's 
and Alaska's, according to A.M. 
Best, an industry research firm. 
(The company cautions that it is 
difficult to compare rates accu- 
rately because insurance laws 
differ from slate to state.) Be- 
tween 1982 and 1 986. Best found, 
average annual premiums in Cal- 
ifornia jumped 59'/. to nearly 
$600 Nationally, average premi- 
ums increased 48 r r . to $440, dur- 
ing the same period. 

California consumer groups 
have placed on the November 
ballot a referendum to cut insur- 
ance costs and reform the industry. In- 
surance companies are retaliating with 
three initiatives designed to reduce their 
payouts. As advocates of the rival mea- 
sures trade barbs and hustle votes, they are 
spending plenty— $60 million. $40 million 
of which will come from the insurance in- 
dustry It is by far the most expensive state 



election contest ever waged, costing close 
lo two-thirds of the $100 million that the 
Republican and Democratic presidential 
campaigns are expected to spend this year. 
For the industry, the stakes are enor- 
mous. California's IS million insured 
drivers and $9.7 billion worth of annual

premiums represented 15% of the nation- 
al market for car insurance last year. Says 
Sean Mooney, a senior vice president of 
the Insurance Information Institute, a 
trade association: "There is some feeling 
that if consumers win big there, it would 
give an impetus to self-styled consumer 
types and trial lawyers in other states." 



A Ralph Nader-backed consumer 
group called Voter Revolt to Cut Insur- 
ance Rates is pushing for Proposition 103, 
which would slash rates 20% and force 
companies to win regulatory approval be- 
fore raising prices again. The insurance 
companies are staunchly opposed to any 
new government regulation. The measure 
would also prohibit firms from charging 
unusually high premiums solely on the 
basis of location (see illustration). 

Among the measures supported by in- 
surance firms is Proposition 104, which 
would institute no-fault coverage. 
Another proviso of the initiative: 
for the portion of any award over 
S 100,000, a lawyer could charge 
no more than 15%. In response, 
the state's trial lawyers have 
banded together to push their 
own plan, Proposition 100. It re- 
jects limits on legal fees and man- 
dates changes in the law that 
would result in 15% lower insur- 
ance rates. 

Conceivably, the voters could 
approve all the competing pro- 
| posals. If that happened, the 
\ proposition that gained the most 
? votes would become law in its en- 
| tirety. Others approved by a ma- 
» jority of voters would also take ef- 
s feet, but would be stripped of 
b provisions that contradicted 
& propositions that got more votes. 
Despite the potential for con- 
fusion, the outcome may be an uncompli- 
cated win for the Nader-backed Proposi- 
tion 103. In a statewide poll, 80% of those 
surveyed said they would reject any initia- 
tive backed by the insurance industry and 
82% opposed any measure supported by 
lawyers. —By Barbara Rudo^h.

FACT SHEET: SUMMARY OF PROP 103 

Automobile and general liability insurance rates have escalated dramatically over 
the past several years to the point where they have become an unaflbrdable financial 
burden on consumers and businesses alike. Despite an unprecedented grassroots 
campaign involving over one hundred citizen organizations representing millions of 
Califomians, the California legislature has been unable to enact comprehensive 
reforms of the insurance industry to address the insurance crisis - - because of 
opposition from the mighty insurance lobby. 

VOTER REVOLT has launched Proposition 103 which will directly reduce the cost of 
liability insurance for California insurance consumers. 

Problem: Un affordable Insurance Rates 

Insurance companies are free to raise insurance premiums by any amount at any 
time. California is the only major state in the nation that has no meaningful control 
over insurance rates. 

Prop 103 will rollback the current unjustified insurance rates and reduce them 
20%: future rate increases will have to be justified by the insurance companies and 
approved by the Insurance Commissioner prior to their use. The initiative will cut 
insurance costs for every Califomian 

Problem: Insurance Commissioner Unaccountable to Voters 

The Insurance Commissioner is a political appointee, usually an executive of the 
insurance industry. 

Prop 103 will mandate that the Insurance Commissioner be elected by the people in 
the November 1990 election 

Problem: Arbitrary Rates 

Insurance companies base auto insurance rates upon unfair and arbitrary 
classification factors such as a person's zip code, which consumers have no control 
over, penalizing good drivers and forcing them to subsidize bad ones. 

Prop 103 requires that auto insurance premiums be based upon a drivers safety record 
and number of miles driven This gives drivers the incentive to drive safely and 
conserve driving, giving them control over their insurance rates. Further, all 
insurance companies will be required to offer Good Driver Discount Plans at a rate 20% 
below the regular rate. 



Problem: No Competition 

The insurance Industry Is exempt from the state's anti-trust laws, which prevent all 
other industries from sharing price-setting information and from making business 
decisions collusively. 

Prop 103 strikes down this undeserved exemption from the state's antitrust laws. 

Problem: Revolving Doors 

Officials of the Department of Insurance commonly have close ties with the 
insurance industry; they may have financial interests within an insurance company, 
they may hold a position with an insurance company, or they may return to the 
industry at the end of their tenure with the Department. 

Prop 103 stops the conflict of interest by prohibiting any deputy or employee from 
having any material financial interest or holding any position in an insurance 
company, and it bars the commissioner and deputies from assuming a position within 
the industry for three years after leaving office. 

Problem: Insurer Secrecy 

The insurance industry currently does not have to disclose to the Department of 
Insurance, or to the public, information which is essential in order to determine 
whether rates are fair. 

Prop 103 requires full public disclosure of finances, including Investment income 
and other relevant information. 

Problem: Lack of Consumer Participation & Representation 

The complexity of the insurance business and its regulation hinder participation in 
the debate over insurance rates because consumers do not have the time, money or the 
technical expertise to be effectively involved. 

Prop 103 creates an intervener funding mechanism (as currently exists for 
participants before the Public Utilities Commission) to encourage individuals and non- 
profit organizations to intervene in insurance matters.

The insurance companies financing 
Proposition 101 cleverly mandate a 
reduction in only a portion of your 
premium and only for a few years. 
They would simply makeup the dif- 
ference - and then some -- by raising 
the other portions of your premium. 
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The Voter Revolt Initiative — spon- 
sored by Access to Justice -- is a well- 
intended but poorly drafted measure. 
It contains fatal flaws that render it 
wholly unacceptable. It would: 

• Reward convicted drunk drivers 
with a 40% so-called "good driver" 
auto rate reduction!

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The No-Fault Initiative is sponsored 
by the insurance industry - the very 
folks who continue to increase your 
rates while they rake in record multi- 
billion dollar profits (on which they 
pay little or no federal taxes). At 122 
pages and 20,000+ words, Proposi- 
tion 104 is filled with profit-motivated 
fine print that would: 

• Reward reckless drivers. No-fault 
lets them off the hook for the accidents 



they cause. Suppose a reckless driver 
hits and injures you and your family. 
Under no-fault, you could no longer 
hold the driver responsible. YOU 
have to try to recover your losses 
from your OWN insurance company. 
You know what that means: Right, 
your rates will probably go up. 

• Virtually guarantee your rates 
would go UP, not down. There 
isn't a single word in the 122 page 
document that guarantees YOUR 
auto rates will go down one penny. 
Furthermore, the experience of other 
no-fault states is an increase in rates! 
That's why no state has adopted no- 
fault in over a decade and two have 
repealed it. 

• Allow the insurance industry to 
rewrite the insurance laws! Although 
called the "No-Fault" initiative, only 
one-third of the measure even relates 
to no-fault. The other 80 pages lock 
into law a host of unfair and abusive 
industry practices that guarantee 
higher profits for them and higher 
rates for YOU! 



The Contingency Fee Limit Inititia- 
tive, also sponsored by the industry, is 
on the very top of insurance company 
lawyers' wish lists. It would: 

# Give insurance companies and 
corporations an overwhelming ad- 
vantage against the average Califor- 
nian. Limits only YOUR lawyer, not 
the legal armies of lawyers of the in- 
surance companies, major corpora- 
tions and product manufacturers. 

# Not reduce insurance rates. 

Even the industry's chief spokesman is 
on public record stating that Proposi- 
tion 106 would not lower premiums.

McCarthy, Wilson Trade Barbs 
Over Fees for Speeches, Gifts

SACRAMENTO— Democratic Lt, Gov. 
Leo T. McCarthy, seeking to take the 
offensive Wednesday in his bid to unseat 
Sen. Pete Wilson, criticized his Republican 
rival for accepting $176,000 in speaking 
fees from special interests during his first 
five years in office. 

The Wilson campaign called the issue a 
"phony, election -year ploy" and charged 
that McCarthy had never tried to enact a 
ban on such honorariums when he was 
Speaker of the Assembly and had accepted 
nearly $30,000 worth of gifts and free 
travel during the same period. 

The lieutenant governor, citing an ongo- 
ing probe of political corruption in the state 
Legislature, challenged Wilson's receipt of 
honorariums from groups that have an 
interest in congressional actions. In the 
Sacramento investigation, FBI agents are 
seeking to determine whether some law- 
makers traded their votes for thousands of 
dollars in speaking fees. 

McCarthy promised that if he is elected 
to the U.S. Senate he will introduce 
legislation prohibiting any member of 
Congress from accepting honorariums. 

"It's time to take honoraria out of the 
system —and it's time to start putting honor 
back in," he said. 

Noting that he has never accepted any 
speaking fees during his 20 years in state . 
office, the San Francisco Democrat also 
said he would favor a ban on honorariums 
for state legislators but had no plans to 
propose such a measure. 

In raising the issue of the honorariums 
Wilson received, McCarthy said he was not 
suggesting that the senator's votes were 
influenced by the money he accepted. • 

But he said Wilson received $14,000 in 
speaking fees from agricultural interests 
and $12,000 from lobbying firms that 
included defense contractors among their 
clients. 

"If you take $2,000 from a special 
interest," McCarthy said, "you've 
got to expect that one day they'll 
come back to you and ask you to 
support them on an issue in which 
they have an interest." 

Otto Bos, Wilson's campaign 
manager, noted that the lieutenant 
governor had never tried to win 
passage of a ban on honorariums 
for state legislators, even when he 
held the powerful post of Speaker 
of the Assembly. 

"It's a phony, election-year ploy 
five weeks before the election by 
someone who has never lifted a 
finger about this during his 20 
years of public life in Sacramento," 
Bos said. 



Members of the Senate may 
accept no more than $35,800 a year 
in honorariums— 40% of their sala- 
ries. Wilson has donated about 
$20,000 of his honorariums to char- 
ity, Bos said. 

Cites Gifts, Trips 
Although McCarthy has refused 
to accept honorariums, Bos 
charged that he has accepted thou- 
sands of dollars in gifts and free 
trips, including more than $28,000 
in his first five years as lieutenant 
governor. 

Among the gifts McCarthy re- 
ceived were a $2,540 trip to the 
Soviet Union paid for by the Jewish 
Federation Council of Greater Los 
Angeles, a $6,143 trip to Italy paid 
for by an Italian labor union and a 
$3,252 trip to the Middle East paid 
for by the National Council on 
U.S.- Arab Relations, Bos said. 

In response, McCarthy said he 
did not recall ever taking a gift 
from anyone who had "the strong 
potential of coming to me and 
asking me to cast a vote for them." 
The Wilson campaign also 
charged that McCarthy has im- 
properly used state funds to send 
out letters alluding to his hope of 
defeating Wilson and moving to the 
nation's capital. 

Includes Speech 

The letters, mailed to 190 people 
interested in the issue of adult day 
care, included a copy of a speech 
McCarthy gave last month in 
which he said, "When I get to 
Washington, I'm going to be part of 
this effort to work for enlightened 
policies that will help sen- 
lors. . . . 

At another point in the letter, 
McCarthy talks about "where I'll 
be living in January— Washington, 
D.C." However, he made no direct 
mention in the letter of his race 
against Wilson. 

Alan Katz, McCarthy's chief of 
staff, said the references to Wash- 
ington were "innocuous" and did 
not violate state laws against using 
state resources to conduct a cam- 
paign. But he said McCarthy's 
campaign will reimburse the state 
for the $80 cost of the mailing to 



clear up any "confusion" over the 
letter. 

In defending Wilson's accept- 
ance of honorariums, Bos repeated 
Wilson's call for McCarthy to re- 
lease copies of his tax returns for 
the last 10 years. McCarthy, who 
has become wealthy from a series 
of real estate investments, has 
released his 1987 tax returns. But 
McCarthy again refused to make 
his prior years' returns public, 
saying that he will not let Wilson 
"dictate" his actions. 
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Wilson Record 
Has Improved, 
Environmental 
Group Says

The U.S. Senate campaign in California took i 
surprising turn Thursday with the announcement by a 
national environmental organization that Sen. Pete 
Wilson's hotly debated environmental record has 
improved dramatically over the last two years. 

As it often does in California campaigns, the 
environment has emerged as one of the most important 
issues in the 1988 Senate race. 

The League of Conservation Voters, the political 
arm of the national environmental movement and no 
fan of Wilson in the past, gave the Republican Senator 
a 70% favorable rating, a score that places him well 
above the average grade for both Republicans arid 
Democrats in the Senate. 

Same as Cranston's 

Wilson's score is identical to that given to Sen. Alan 
Cranston (D- Calif.), who is widely regarded as the 
Senate's elder statesman of environmental protection. 
The league's rating of Wilson, which is almost twice as 
high as the score he received for the years when he 
was not up for reelection, has caused a considerable stir 
in his opponent's camp and among some environmen- 
talists. Wilson's latest rating is bound to throw more 
fuel on the controversy surrounding his complicated 
record on environmental issues. 

Quickest to react on Thursday was the California 
League of Conservation Voters, which dismissed 
Wilson's high rating as "election year posturing." 
Tracy Grubbs, a spokeswoman for the California 
league, said that Wilson's favorable rating also failed to 
reflect several anti- environmental votes cast this 
year. 

Last spring, the California league, which operates 
independently from its Washington counterpart, en- 
dorsed Wilson's Democratic opponent, Lt. Gov. Leo 
McCarthy. 

The national league's score card has become an issue 
in the campaign because McCarthy has frequently 
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cited Wilson's past poor ratings as 

evidence of a feeble commitment to 
fee environment Wilson voted the 
right way on important environ- 
mental issues only 37% of the time 
during his first four years in office, 
according to the league's rating 
system. 

...Roy Behr, who heads up re- 
search for the McCarthy campaign, 
discounted Wilson's latest score as 
an election year aberration, saying, 
"If you want a true reading of the 
man's record, you should look at 
those years when he was under no 
particular pressure to look good." 

However, Wilson says he has 
•ever paid much attention to the 
league's score card. 

"I haven't been following their 
index, and I don't go onto the floor 
with it in hand." 

Wilson said he has grown more 
aware of certain environmental 
menaces, such as acid rain. 

"As new evidence is presented, 
as we learn more about the dangers 
. . . yeah, I'd say I've become more 
attuned to them," Wilson said. 

The league's score card shows 
that this year, for the first time, 
Wilson joined an ongoing struggle 
in Congress to pass legislation that 
would eliminate millions of tons of 
acid rain pollutants. 

Wilson's record on the environ- 
ment has been in the forefront of 
the Senate campaign recently as 
McCarthy, who trails in the polls, 
has sought to dispel the image that 
Wilson has erected of himself as a 
moderate with a respectable envi- 
ronmental record. 

In so many words, the McCarthy 
campaign has accused Wilson of 
trying to sabotage the Clean Water 
Act, of turning his back on asbes- 
tos-ridden schools and of encour- 
aging the slaughter of dolphins by 
commercial fishermen. 

However, Wilson's record on 
those issues and others is not as 
clear-cut as McCarthy contends. 

For example, the national 
league of Conservation Voters ap- 
proved of Wilson's most recent 
vote on clean water legislation. 
Wilson voted in favor of a bill 
authorizing $20 billion in federal 
funds for construction of new sew- 
age treatment plants and water 
pollution control facilities. 

But two years ago, the league 
faulted Wilson for voting for an 
amendment that restricted the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy's ability to enforce the Clean 



Water Act in states where local 
enforcement was inadequate. 

At different times, Wilson has 
voted both for and against legisla- 
tion authorizing federal funds to 
remove asbestos from schools. The 
asbestos funding usually was in- 
cluded in catchall spending bills, 
*nd Wilson, who is a fiscal conser- 
vative, says that when he voted 
'no' he was objecting to aspects of 
the legislation that were not relat- 
ed to asbestos funding. 

Wilson is from San Diego, the 
home port of most of the U.S. tuna 
fleet, and he has opposed efforts to 
lower the number of dolphins that 
the fishermen can legally kill. The 
dolphins die when they become 
enmeshed in nets meant for tuna. 

Much of the campaign debate 
between Wilson and McCarthy has 
focused on safeguarding coastal 
waters from oil drilling, protecting 
state wilderness areas and regulat- 
ing toxic substances. 

Wilson's mixed record in those 
areas draws qualified praise from 
environmentalists. 

To get him to be good on the 
environment is like pulling teeth. 
But if you pull hard enough, if you 
write enough letters and make 
enough noise, you can get him to 
take the right position," said Dave 
Bunn, the director of the California 
Public Interest Research Group, 
which lobbies for environmental 
causes. 

Most environmentalists agree 
that, in California, Wilson has been 
especially helpful in the struggle 
against offshore oil drilling. 

"Sen. Wilson has always been on 
the forefront of the bipartisan dele- 
gation pursuing offshore protec- 
tion. I have seen him break with his 
own Administration repeatedly and 
be effective in that regard," said 
Richard Charter, who represents a 

coalition of coastal towns that are' 
opposed to more drilling. 

Wilson disappointed environ- 
mentalists when he refused to 
endorse Proposition 65, the 1966 
ballot initiative that tightened the 
regulation of toxica. The measure 
won overwhelming voter approval. 

On the other hand, Wilson is 
given credit for backing legislation 
he had previously opposed that 
allows states to impose tougher 
tests than the federal government 
on pesticides. 

The issue that has caused the 
most trouble for Wilson is his 
refusal to back Cranston's bill to 
grant wilderness protection to 
nearly 9 million acres in the Mojave 
Desert. 

His position on the desert legis- 
lation, which he says would unnec- 
essarily restrict public access to the 
desert, contributed to the Sierra 
Club's decision last June to endorse 
McCarthy.

ASKING FOR LETTERS OF RECOMMENDATION 

Faculty and/or Administrative Staff members are happy to write letters 
of recommendation to help you obtain a scholarship, a job, an internship, 
or acceptance at a graduate school. But remember that, when you ask for 
one, you need to observe a few points of courtesy and thoughtf ulness . 



1. GIVE INSTRUCTORS, OR WHOMEVER YOU ASK, ENOUGH TIME TO WRITE YOUR 
LETTER. 

They are glad to help you, but dropping off an address in the 
morning and saying that the deadline for mailing is that afternoon 
is not only unfair to the instructor but disastrous for your chances 
of getting what you're applying for. 

2. GIVE THEM YOUR FULL NAME. 

Your form may be the fourth one received that day, so be sure your 
full name is on it and that you've filled in all the appropriate 
blanks . 

3. LET THEM KNOW WHY YOU NEED THE LETTER. 

Is it for a scholarship, internship, job, acceptance to graduate 
school? It makes a difference for the person writing the letter. 

**4. REMIND THEM ABOUT YOUR ACTIVITIES AND ACCOMPLISHMENTS. 

Your history or chemistry instructor, your advisor or whomever you 
ask, may not know about your ASB and/or Campus Ministry involvement 
or your volunteer work at Juvenile Hall, etc., so jot down this 
information for them, and your letter will be much more interesting-' 
and much more descriptive of you. 

5. PROVIDE A CLEAN, FRESH, ADDRESSED AND STAMPED ENVELOPE. 

You don't want your letter to arrive in a tacky envelope because 
that makes you look tacky, too. And if someone takes the time 
to write a recommendation, you wouldn't want them to pay for the

EARTHQUAKE PREPAREDNESS 



For the next several issues, we will be including some basic information on 
Earthquake Preparedness, which each of us living in Los Angeles should know. 

In addition, new signs are being posted throughout the campus. It is 
important that each person be aware of the information they contain. It could 
save your life. 

WHAT TO DO DURING AN EARTHQUAKE 

If you are inside — stand in a doorway; or get under a desk, bed, table, or 
bench (this is called "duck and cover"); or get in a hall, against a wall, 
away from windows and glass dividers. Do not dash for exits, since 
stairways may be broken and jammed with people. Never use elevators in 
case power fails. 

If you are outside — stand away from buildings, trees, telephone and 

electrical lines. Beware of falling debris, especially glass from windows. 

If you are on the road — drive away from underpasses, overpasses, trees, 
telephone and electrical lines. Stop in a safe area. Stay in the vehicle.

EARTHQUAKE PREPAREDNESS 

What more can you do to be prepared? In a major earthquake, policemen, 
firemen and paramedics will become victims, too.

Foresight and common sense are all that are needed as you go from room to 
room, imagining what would happen in an earthquake. 

A few points: 1. Beds should not be directly under glass windows. They

2. Large objects such as TV sets, refrigerators, or computers 
on wheeled bases should have the wheels in the locked 
position.

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FROM THE ADVISEMENT CENTER 

REGISTRATION/ FALL '89: There are a number of students, both AA and Intercampus, 
who have not yet filed their registration. Please do this as soon as you can; 
don't delay. Beginning May 22, new students will be coming for advisement and 
registration. Not only does this mean you may not get your preferred schedule 
of classes, but also, your advisor may not be available. REMEMBER: You will 
NOT be able to be advised, file your registration, do add/drop, etc. from July 
28 through September 7 . Please do not forget these dates. 

TRANSFER TO THE BACCALAUREATE PROGRAM : If you wish to transfer to MSMC 
Baccalaureate Program, your application with all signatures , including the 
Dean's, Sr. Kathleen Kelly's, is due by May 18. The final date is August 7. 
You need a minimum tranferable cumulative GPA of 2.25 and a minimum of 24 
transferable units. 

TRANSFER OF CREDIT CLEARANCE FORMS /SUMMER CLASSES OFF CAMPUS : If you are 
taking ANY classes off campus and wish to receive credit, you MUST file a 
Transfer of Credit Clearance Form . As stated in the January 23 issue of 
Doheny Happenings : "A student. . .must file a Transfer of Credit Clearance with 
all approvals prior to registration in the course for which approval has been 
obtained." Some students are confused with regards to the grading/credit for 
classes taken off campus. "Courses at another institution after matriculation 
are not counted into the cumulative grade point average." These quotes are 
excerpts from the MSMC Catalog. Policies regarding taking classes elsewhere 
after enrollment in MSMC are found on pages 49, 50, and 52 in the '88- '89 
catalog and on pages 47 and 50 in the '86-' 88 one. 

When you do fill out the Transfer of Credit Clearance Form, please do not put 
the section or index number for the course number. In most community college 
class schedules, the title of the course and the course number are at the top 
of the listings of days and times; the section (index) number is below with 
the listings or over to the side. Almost always the completed form does not 
have the correct information and has to be corrected. Please ask someone in 
the Advisement Center if you do not know how to fill it out. 

PLEASE BE SURE TO DISCUSS WITH YOUR ADVISOR YOUR PLANS; do not presume that 
you may take classes off campus. Check with him/her regarding RESIDENCY 
requirement; BEFORE bringing the Transfer of Credit form to the ADIVSEMENT 
CENTER , make sure you have ALL of the necessary signatures /approvals. Be sure 
that you do the paperwork BEFORE you enroll in a class off campus. If you are 
not sure about transferability of courses, check at the Advifeement Center. 

Until the form has been completed, reviewed by the Director of Advisement and 
signed by the Dean of the Campus, you cannot be sure that the course is 
approved. 

The nine LOS ANGELES COMMUNITY COLLEGES do not have their schedule of classes 
available, yet. It may be necessary for you to come in after May 14, but do 
try to get everything completed before then. 

REMEMBER : There are several classes being offered on the Doheny Campus this 
summer at a GREATLY REDUCED rate. Why not do your General Studies right here 
and avoid the hassle of paper work? Some of them are UPPER DIVISION; Students 
moving into the BACCALAUREATE programs at Chalon Campus do need 45 upper 
division units and you CANNOT get those at a community college. Look into 
MSMC Summer School Courses.
